ncfs that fhe daily fufFcrs under in her Heart. Good 
Heaven ! how is it 'poffible that any hunian Creature 
Ihould treat fo much Goodnefs, and fb many Charms, 

with fo much Barbarity of Behaviour ! ^ » W e all 

know the Vilenefs of the Man, cried Milesius^ as 
well as the Beauty and good Qualities of his Lady i 
but pray, how come you to. think, that her Sufferings 
Ihpuld add to her Charms ? or that a Diftrefs, like 
her*s, could ever be plcafing to the Ey^ ? Some 
People have got fuch itrange, unintelligible Notions 

of Beauty ! " Was I to let ydu into all my 

Thoughts" about Beauty, replied CRiTb, what i 
happened to mention juft now would perhaps,: appear 
far from being uriintelK^blc to you. To own the 
Truth, I have thought on this Subjeft (which is ufu- 
ially rather viewed with too much Plealure, than con- 
fidered with any thiqg of Judgment) mwe graydy 
at leaft, 1 dare fay, than ever yt>u have : . And if yoil 
was to provoke me a little farther^ I do not kn6W 
whether I could not lay down to you a5ort of Schemd 
on it ; which might go a good Way not" only to- 
ward clearing up this, but moft of the other Difiicul- 
ties that fo often occur in talking^ of it.** — I fhould'as 
foon think of difleftin^ a Rainbow, fays'MiLESius^ 
as of forming grave and pun6tual Notions df Beauty} 
Who, for Heaven's" fake, can reduce to Rules, Mrhat 
is fo quick, and fo variable, as to be Ifaifting its Ap^; 
pearanccs every Moment, on thfe ittoft delightrol 
Faces ? — " And why are- thofe Faces the mw: de- 
lightful, in which that happens ?** fays Crito.-^-^^ 
Nay, that is one pf the very tfilftgsl dOuld leaftprtf-^ 
tend to account for, replied Milesius. I amiatir-*'' 
fied with feeing that they are fo : ftisf a Subjeft tkxct 
neveij yet had ia' fingle Degre to realbn updn paiidl^ 
cag very willingly leave it to you, to be a Philofophsr 

in Love. But fcrioufly interpofed Timanthbs^' 

turning towards Cr i to, if you nave ever found Ld-^ 
{ure and Calmheb enough to think (Uadily on fo im^ 

- certain. 



certain, and fo enga^g a Subje£t ; why fhould not 
3rou <)blige us with the R efdlt of your Thoughts upon 
It ? Let me beg it of you, asa Favour to both of us ; 
for I am &re it will be agreeable to both : And if 
you refufe me, I am reiblved to join with Milesius 
in believing, that it is incapable of having any thing faid 
fyftemadc^y, or even r^ularly, about it. — " You 
Know, lays Crito, how little I love to have all the 
Talk to myfelf ; and what you propofe may take me 
up aft Hour, or Two : But if I muft launch out into 
£> wide a Subjeft, it will be very neceflary, that I 
ihould be^ with telling you what I chiefly propofe 
to confider, and what not. 

EVERY Objea that is pleafing to the Eye when 
looked upon, or delightful to the Mind, on Re-* 
coUedion, may be called beaudful ; fo that Beauty ; 
in general, may ftretch as wide as the vifible Crea^ 
tion, or even as far as the Imagination can go ; which 
is a ibrt of new or fecondary Creation. Thus we 
foeak not only of the Beauties of an engaging Pro^ 
ipeft of the nfing or fetting Sun, or of a fine ilarry 
Heaven ; but of thofe of a Pi6hire, Statue, or Build- 
ing i and even of the Actions, Charadters, or Thoughts 
of Men. In the greater Parts of thefe, there may 
be alihoft as many faUe Beauties, as there are real ; 
according to the diffcmt Tailes of Nations and Men ; 
ib that it any one was to confider Beauty in its fulled 
Extent, it could not be done without the ^eateft 
Confufion, I ihall therefore confine my Subjedt to 
vifible Beauty s and of that, to fuch only as may be 
called perfonal, or human Beauty ; and that again, to 
fuch as is natur^ or real, and not fuch as is only na- 
tional or cuftomary ^ for I would not have you ima- 
g*ne, that I would have any thing to do with the 
lautiful thick Lips of the eood People of Bantam 
or the exceffivc imall Feet of the Ladies of Quality 
in China.

I am 9pC ta diink^ that eTepy tbilig IjdeQgiQg tp 
Beauty (by which I need n^t repeat ta ycw^ at eveiy 
Turn, that I meaa real perfi^nid Besiuty}). would faU 
under one or other of thefe Four (leadd ; Color> 
Form, Expreffion, and Grace. The T^ former of 
which I fliould lode upon as the Body,. W the Tvf^ 
latter as the Soul, of Beauty. 

THO* Color be the loweft of ali the c.onfkitticot 
Farts of Beauty, yet is it vulgarly the moft ftrikjng^ 
and the moft obfcrved. For wUch there is a very 
obvious Reafon to be givea;, tjxat *' cifiety body caa 
fee, arid very few can judge ;** the Beauties of Co- 
lor requiring much Icfs of Judgment, than* eictier of 
the other Three. I fhall therefore hive ^dch leis to 
fay of it, than of each of the others \ and iJiaU only 
give you Two or Tliree Ob&rvations, lelatoig to it* 

As to the. Color of the Body in genetal,^ thf^ moSt 
beautiful perhaps that ever was imagined, was that 
which Apelles expreffed in his famous Vtma i and 
which, though the Pifture itfelf be loit, Gcifro has 
in fome. Degree prefer ved to us, in his * excellent 
Defcription of it. It was (as we learn from him}^ 
a fine Red; beautifully inteimixt and inc^rpotated 
with White ; and difRifed, in its due Proportions^ 
through each Part o£ the Body* Such are the De** 
fcnptions of a moft beautiful Skin, in f feyeral of

The Reafon why thefe Colors pleaie io much is 

not only their natural Livelinefs, nor the much greater 
Charaist&ey obtain from th^ being properly blended 
together, but is alio owiiig. in ibme Degree to the 
Idea they carry with them of good Health ; ^ with- 
out whidi, aU Besujty grows languid and lei^: epgiige- 
bga and with which it ^ways recovers an a4dittonal 
life and Loftce. 

• 
As to the Gofer of the Face iii particular, a jgreai 
deal of its Beauty is owing (befide the CaUfes I have 
abeady mentioned) to Var^ty ; that being deigned 
jby Nature for the grcateft Coocourfc of diflfercnt Co- 
icMS, of any Part in the human Body. Colors f^leafe 
fay Oppofitidh ;: and it is in the Face that they are 
oie moft diveifified,^ aodtl^ mbft oppofed. .

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You w6uld laugh out perhaps, if I was to tell ydu, 
that the fame Thing, which m^s a fine Evening, 
makes a fine Face (I mean as to the particular Part of 
Beauty I am now ipeakin^ of) i and yet this, I believe, 
is very true. 

The Beauty, of an Evening Sky, about the Setting 
of the Sun, is owing to the Variety of Colors- that 
arefcattered along- the Face of the Heavens. It is 
the fine red Clouds, intermixt with white, and fome^ 
times darker ones, with, the azure' Bottom appearing 
here and there between them, which makes all that 
beautiful Compofition, that delights the Eye fo much, 
and gives fuch a ferene Pleafure to the Heart. In 
the lame manner, if you confider ibme ^beautiful 
Faces, you may obferve, that it is. much the fame 
Variety of Colors, which gives them that pleafing 
Look y which is fo apt to attraft the Eye, and bat 
too qften to engage, the Heart. For all Ms Sort of 
Beauty is refolvable into a {uroper Variation of Flefh 
Cobr and Red, with the dear Bluenefs of the Veins 
pleafingly intermixt about the Temples, and the Go- 
ing oiT of the Cheeks, and fet off. by the Shades of 
full Eyebrows ; and of the Hair, when it falls in a 
proper Manner round the Face. 

It is for much the fame Rtafon, that the beft I^and^ 
icape-painters have been generally obferved to chufe 
the autumnal Part of the Year for their Pieces, rather 
than the Spring. They prefer the Variety of Shades 
and Colors, though in their Decline, to all their Frefli- 
nefs and Verdure in their Infancy ; and think all the 
Charms and Livelinefs even of the Spring more than 
coppenfated by the Choice, Oppofition, and Richneis 
of Colors, that appear almoft on every Tree in the 
Autumn, 

Though 
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Though one's Judgment is (b apt to be guided by 
fbme particular Attachment (and that more perhaps 
in this Part of Beauty than any other j, yet I am a 
good deal perfi»ded, that a complete brown Beauty 
is really preferable to a perfect fair one ; the bright 
Brown ^^ving a Luftre to all the other Colors, a 
Vivacity to the Eyes, and a Richnefs to the whole 
Look, whidh one feeks in vsdn in the whiteft and moft 
tranfparent Skins. Rapbaers moft charming Ma- 
donna is a brunette Beauty ; and his earlier Madon^^ 
na's (thofe I mean of his middle Stile) are generally 
of a lighter and leis pleafing Complexion. All the 
beft Artifts in the nobleft Age of Pwiting, about 
Leo the Tenth's Time, ufcd this deeper and richer 
Kind of coloring ; and I fear one might add, that the 
glaring lights introduced by Guidoy went a great 
Way toward the Dedenfion of that Art ; as the eh-' 
filling of the Colors by Carlo Marat (or, if you 
pleafe, by his Followers) hath fince almoft completed 
the Fall of it in i/«^. 

I hare but one thbg more to mention, before I 
quit this Head ; that I fhould chufe to comprehend 
K>me Things under this Article of Color, which are 
not perhaps commonly meant by that Name. A» 
that appearing Softnefs or Silkinefs of fome Skins^ 
that * Magdalen-look in fome fine Faces, after weep- 
ing ; that BrightneiS) as well as Tint, of the Hair $

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that Luftre of Health, that Ihines forth upon the

Some of which are of a NltUre £o mihohfuperior td 
the common Beaudet of Color, that they niake i^ 
doubtful TVl^th^ they iltodd not have been ranked 
under a higher Clafii; land refbf^ed for ^ J^preflioti 
of the Pinions ; but I wctuid /mllihgly fftvt ever/ 
thing Its Dqe^ smd'theiiefere tnehtioa thdm here ; be^ 
eaufe I think even the nldflr'doiibtfui lof them belong 
partly to this Head, as well as partly to the other. 

FORM takes b the Turn o^ each Part, ad Well 
as thfc Symmetry of tht v^hole Body, even tO the 
Turn of fcft Eyebrow, or the Falling <if the) Hair^ 
I fliouM think to, that the Attitu^, iMhile &gt^ 
ought to be reckoned Under this Article : ; By Wluch I 
io not only mean the Fofture of the PeHbfts^ but thii 
Pofition of each Parf ; as jthe Tunuftg of tie Neck, 
the Extending of the Hand, the Placing 6lf> i Foot i 
and fo on to the moft minute Particulars. 

The general Caufe of Beauty in tho Fortd ot Shape 
m both Sexes is a Proportion, or an Union istfid Har^ 
mony . * in all Parts of the Body. 

The diftinguifliing Charadter bf Beauty in the Fe^ 
m^lc Form^ is Delicacy and Softnefs ; and in the 
Male, either apparent Strength, or Agility. 

The fiheft Exeifiplars that cian be feeii for the for- 
mer, is the Fenus of Medici ; and for the Two lat- 
ter, the Hercules Farnefe ^lid the AppoUo Behedere^

There il mediiog kideed in die laft]oF thefc 
gures, which exceeds the Bounds of our pre&nt £n^ 
quiry ; what I have heard an Italian Artift call, // 
fowa ukuiBo i and what we may call the Tranfcendent^ 
or Celeftiai "». ^Tis ibmedoig diftind from all h^ 
man Beauty, and of a Nature greatly fuperior to it « 
ibmethlng chatfeems like an Air of Diymity : Whick 
b eroreft, or at leaft is to be traced out, in but very 
lew Works 6f the Aitiifai ; and <tf wluch fcai^ce any 
of the Foets have taught any Ray in their Deferi|>¥ 
turns (or perhaps even in their Imagination), except 
Homer and Virgilj among the Antients ^ and our 
Sbakefpear^ and Milton^ among the Modems. 

The Beauty of the mere human Form is much &h 
perior to diat of Color ; and it may be pardy for 
diis Reafen, that when one is obierving the fineft 
\^orks of the Ariifts at Rome (Vhere there is ftil 
the nobleft CoUedion of any in die World), onefeek

One of the old Roman FoetSy in fpe^ingof a very 
handfbme Man, who was Candidate, .for the Prize 
in fome of the public Games, fays, that he was much 
expe£ted and much admired by all the Spedtators^ at 
his firft Appearance ; but that, when he flung off his 
Robes, and difcovered the whoIe*Beaity of his Shape 
all together, it was To fuperior, that it quite * extin-* 
guifhed the Beauties they had before to much ad* 
mired in his Face.

I have often felt much the fame Effed in dewing 
the Venus of Medici. If you obfcrve the Face only, 
it af^ears extremely beautiful ; but if you conlider 
all the other Elegances of her Make, the Beauty of 
her Face becomes lefs.flriking, and is almoft loft in 
fuch a Multiplicity of Charms. 

Whoever would learn what makes the Beauty of 
each Part of the human Body, may find it laid down^ 
pretty much at large, by -j- FelUnen 5 or may ftudy

• The fineft Union of Paffions, that I have ever ob^ 
ftirved in any Face, confifted 6f a juft Mixture of Mo* 
aefty> Senfibilifcy, iwid Sweetnefe % each of which, 
trfien taken ijrigffi ii very pleaflng j but when they 
att a!I blended together; in fuch a manner as either 
ttt'cnliven tof catrtA aich otfierj the^ give aimoft as 
much AttratStion, as the Paffions are capable, of add«> 
Ing to a very pretty. Face. 

The prev^fing Paffion in the Fenks of Medici is 
Modefty : It is expreft by -each of her Hands, in her 
Looks, and in the Turn of her Head. And by the 
t^^y, I queftidn ' whether oiie of the chief Reafons, 
tirhy Side*faces pleafc one nrtore than Foil ones, may 
not be from the former, having more of the Air of 
Modefty than the latter. However that be, this i3 
certain, that the beft Artifts , ufually chufe to give a 
Stde^'face, rather than a Full-one j in which Attitude 
the Turn of the Neck too has more Beauty, and the 
Palfions more Aftivity and Force. Thus, as to 
tttiirtd and Afk&ion in particular, the Look that 
irtiS formerly fiippofed to carry an Infedion with it 
from- mafignant Eyes, was a (lancing Regard ; like 
mat which Mikon gives to Satan *, when he is vi€W>*

. It is owing to the great Force of Pleafingnefs which 
attends all the kinder Pailions ; ^* That Lovers do 
not only feem, but are really more beautiful to each 
other, than they are to the reft erf* the World ;** bc- 
caufe, when they are together, the moft pleafing Paf- 
fions are more frequently exerted in each of their 
Faces, than they are in either before the reft of die 
World. There is then (as a certain French Writer 
very well exprcffcs it) " A Soul upon their Counte* 
^* nances," which does not appear when they are 
abfent from each other ; or even when they are to^ 
gether^ converting with other Perlbns, that are indif- 
ferent to them, or rather lay a Reftraint upon their' 
Features. 

I dare fay you begin to fee the Preference, that 
the Beauty of thePaflioDS has over the Two Parts^of 
Beauty firft-mentioned \ and if any one was not 
thoroughly convinced of it, I ftiould beg him to con- 
fider a little the following Particulars ; of which every 
body muft have met with feveral Jnftances, in their 
Life-time. 

. That there is a great deal of Difference in the fame 
Face, according as the Perfon is in a Better or worfe, 
Humour, or in a greater or lefs Degree of Livelineis.*

That the bcft Complexion, the fineft Features, and 
thp exadlcft Shape* without any thing of the Mind 
exprcft on the Face, is as infipid and unmovbg, as 
the waxen Figure of the fine Duchefs of Richmond^ 
m lV0minfter Ahhtj:. 

That a Face without any good Feature in it» and 
with a very indifferent Complexion, fhall have i 

very

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irtry taking Air ; from the Senfibility of the Eyes, 
the general good-humoured Turn of the Look, and 
perhaps a little agreeable Smile about the Mouth. 
JUid dieie Three Things, I believe, nvould go a 
great way toward accounting for the Je ne ffoi qtfoiy 
or that inexplicable Pleafingnefs of the Face (as they 
chufe to call it), which is To often talked of, and fo 
litde underftood ; as the greater Part, and perhaps 
all the reft of it, would mi under the laft Article, 
that of Grace. 

I once knew a very fine Woman, who was ad- 
mired by every body that faw her, and fcarce loved 
by any body, . This Ineffeftualnefs of all her Beau- 
ties was occafioned by a Want of the pleafing Paf> 
pons in her Face, and an Appearance of the di^eaf- 
ing oqes ^ particularly, thofe of Pride and Ill-nature. 
Itero of old, feemi * to have had this unpleafing 
Sort of Handfomeneis, and probably from mpch th? 
ftme Caufe ^ the Goodiiefs of^his Features being over- 
Uid by the Uglineis of the Paflions that appeared on . 
Jiis Face. 

The fineft Eyes in the WorkJ, with an Excefs of 
Malice or Rage in them, will grow as (hocking as 
they are in that fine Face of Medufa^ on the famous 
Seal in the Strozzi Family at Rome. 

^ Thus you fee that the Paflions can give Beauty, 
yrithout the Afliftanc^ of Color or Form ; and t^e 
it away, where diey have united the moft ftrongly to 
give it : And it was this that made me aflert, at firft, 
that this Part of Beauty was fo extremely fuperior to 
the other Two.

It has been obferved by fome Writers, that there 
is naturally a great deal of Propriety in Pleafure \ or^ 
in Other Words, that Pleafure is annext by Nature to 
fuch Things as are proper f6r our Prefervation, and^ 
Pain to; fuch as would be dcftruftiv^ to us. Thus 
Pleafure, for Example, is ahn^t to Food and Exer- 
cife ; and Pain, to fuch Degrees of Abftinence and 
Indolence as would be hurtlul. * The fame may be^ 
obferved in the differtat Sorts of Pleafures adapted 
to each Stage of human Life. Thus in Infancy, when* 
Growth is as neceflary as Support, we have more fire* 
quent Retum# of Appetite, and more Pleafure in' 
Feeding \ and as frequent Feeding requires the more 
Excrci^, the chief Pleafure of that Age conflfts in 
the Love of Modon, and in a Series of little ipbrttvt* 
Exercifes. The fame is carried on in other Pleafures, 
equally adapted to the middle and latter Stages of

Even m the Abfence- of m 
great Enlivcner, the Sup,: we fee it all ftudded witb 
living Lights, or gilded by the more folemh Beauties^ 
of the Moon ; mo(): pleafing in her infant S^pCj and' 
moll majeftic, when in her fuH Orb^ I know not hour , 
it may be with others, but to me the very Lighmings 
are pleafing, when ftruggling amidft the fiiaded 
Clouds ; and thofe Fires that dart and waver upwards^ 
fbmetimes in various Colors, and Ibmetimes widi 
Streams of gende Light, not unUke the Break of 
Day, or the firfi: Appearance of the Morning, from 
whence they have their Name. 

If we turn towand the different Sorts of Animals, 
-tis obfervable enough among them, that the Beauty 
which is defigned chiefly to pleafe one another in their 
own Species, is fo contrived as to diffufe Pleallire to 
thofe of other Species, or at leaf): to Man. How 
beautiful, even to us, are the Colors diat adorn the 
Necks of the Pigeon and Pheafant ? The Train of 
the Mackaw-and Peacock ? And the whole Drefi of 
finrertl Sorts of Birds, more particuhirly in the Eaft- ' 
em Parts of -the World ? How neat.aad pleafing is 
the Make of the Deer, the Greyhound and . fevcral. 
Sorts.of Horfes? How betotiful is the Exprdlioir of' 
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tke PaflSons^ in a faithful Dog ? and they aire not 
even without feme Degrees of Grace; as may be 
feen, in particular, in the natural Motions of a Chi- 
fUfc Pheai^t ; or the acquired ones, of a managed 
Horfe. And I the rather take Part of the Beauty of 
all thefe Creatures to be meant^ by the Bounty of. 
Nature^ for us ; becaufe moft of the different Sorti. 
of Sea-Filli (which live chiefly out of our Sight) are . 
of Colors and Forms more hideous, or (at beft) lefa 
agreeable to us. 

And as the Beauty of one Spedes of Animals vaxf 
be fo defigned and adapted, as ts^ give Pleafure to 
many others ; fo the Beauty of oifferent Worlds 
may not be confined to each, but be carried on froni 
one World to another, and from 6ne Syftem of' 
Worlds to another, and may end in one great uni« 
verfal Beauty, of all created Matter taken in one 
View. How far this may hold, we are as yet inca* 
;pable even of forming any Guefs ; but fome latd 
Diicoveries have fhewt^ that there is a furpriling , 
Symmetry and Proportion in the Sizes and Difpofi- 
tion of the feveral Worlds, in our own Syftem ; from 
whence one would be apt to ima^ne^ that the iame 
Beauty of Proportion is Kept up between the Worlds 
of other Syftems \ and, pofiibly, even between one 
Syftem and another : At leaft, all that we know of 
thefe Worlds, are exaflly proportioned \ and ail that * 
we fee of them, is beautiful. Thus all fuch of thenl 
as come within our View, make what We call a fine 
ftarry Heaven v and as diey compofe that beautiful 
Objedt to us, fo does our Syftem make a Part in fe- 
veral of their Profpedls ; and may be, in the great 
Compofition of the Univerfe, a little fingle Stud in a 
noble Piece of mof^c Work. • 

. And yet all the Profufion of Beauty^J have been 
fpeaking of, and even that of the whole Univerfe^ 
taken together, is out of a weaker Nature in Com«* 
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(47) 

porifon of the fieauty of Virtue. It Was cxtfeiriel/ 
wcU faid by Plato^ That if Virtue was to appear ia 
a vifible Shape, all Men would b^ enamoured of her : 
Ami it feeins'as if the Gnth and Romans in general 
Iiad had diis Idea of her Beauty, becaufe the God^ 
defs of Virtue, and the Godde& of Wifdom ('which 
was often tiken for one and the fame Thing among 
them^ as well as in our Sacred Wtitings), were always 
reprefented with the g^eateft arid moft command-^ 
ing Beauty. The fame appfears yet ftronger from 
their ufing the Words Good * and Beautiful, indiffe- 
rendy for eadi other i as if all Beauty was contained 
in Goodneis. 

Indeed the Beauty of Virtue or Goodnefs exceeds 
all other Beauty, as much as the Soul does the 
Body. 

The h%heft Objeft of Beauty that we can fee is 
die Goodnefs of God, as difplayed in the V^orks of 
die Creation. In him all Goodne& and Beauty dwells i 
and whatever there is of moral Beauty in the whole 
Univerle befide, is only as (b many Emanations from 
the divine Audior of all that is Good and Beautiful. . 



We Ibmfetlmes Ike a few feeble Rays of this Beauty 
reflected in human Anions, but much difcolor'd by 
the Medium through which they pais ; and yet how 
charming do they even thus appear in fome Perfons^ 
and On ibme OocaGons.? All the Grandeur in the 
World is as nothing in Compahfon of any one of 
thefe good beconiing Deeds. How many mor^ 
Charms are there, for Inftance, in the Aftions of 
fiich an'humhle Perlbn as (be Man of Rofi^ than ia 
all the Viftories of our Edwards and Harries. ? or (to 
^fio farther back in Hiftory) how much more amiable 
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
